I picked up some high voltage caps at a Hamfest to try to extend the 
tuning range of my loop. 500pf at 20kV. The capacitance and voltage are 
okay for the application, but I'm worried about current. The loop 
program says that the RF loop current can execeed 7 amps !! 

These caps look awfully small to handle 7 amps, so I just may make a 
cool "smoke show". Any thoughts before I sacrifice one these little 
gems? 


Also, I've been looking into making my own butterfly air variable caps 
for the STL. I made up a drawing of some good sized stator and rotor 
plates. I got a quote from a laser cutting shop in NY. Each set (one 
rotor and two stators) will cost over $16, 15 sets per cap, $240, OUCH! 
Makes that MFJ loop look really affordable ;-) Any machinests out there 
with some advice on the least expensive way to get these fabricated?

All - The Northern California DX Federation (NCDXF) provides a world-wide 
network of beacons for propagation monitoring purposes. Many people have 
indicated that they enjoy monitoring the 10M beacons, but I have not seen 
any posts about the DX beacon network. If you enjoy monitoring the 10M 
beacons you will love the NCDXF beacons. 


There are 18 beacons spread around the world which transmit on 5 
frequencies; 14.1, 18.11, 21.15, 24.93 and 28.2 MHz. Each beacon 
transmits in turn for 10 seconds. It takes 3 minutes (180 seconds) to do 


a complete cycle. Thus, by monitoring any given beacon frequency for 3 
minutes, an excellent idea of worldwide propagation can be obtained. In 
addition, each station moves up to the next higher band after it has 
finished its 10 second slot. After it gets done on 20 M it moves to 17 M, 
then to 15 M and so on. By monitoring each beacon as it moves from band 
to band one can get a goood idea of what the Maximum Usuable Frequency 
(MUF) to a given location in the world is. 


But wait-there is more!! Each beacon consists of a transmission of the 
beacon's call sign at 100 Watts followed by 4 dashes; the first at 100 
Watts, the next at 10 Watts, the next at 1 Watt and the last at 0.1 watt. 
This provides a good indication of the quality of propagation to the 
beacon. In addition, the 10 dB steps can be used to calibrate signal 
strength measuring devices in receivers (known to many as "Guess meters"). 


The beacons are very useful to us QRPers and DX pistols as they consist 
of modest gear. The transmitter is a Kenwood TS-50 and the antenna is a 
CushCraft R-5. If you can hear the beason at the 1 or 0.1 Watt level you 
can probably work into the beacon's area with your QRP station. 


For more information on the beacons look at the September 1997 Issue of 
QST, ox point your favorite Web Browser to:

Hit the beacon link for the schedule and status of the beacons. 


I enjoy listening to the beacon frequency while puttering around the 
shack (and house too when the rest of the family is not around). 
Propagation changes are very noticable. I find the beacons very useful in 
comparing antennas. If you put the beacon frequencies in your receiver's 
memories (I wondered where I would find enough useful frequencies to fill 
up my rig's 100 memories), it is easy to follow a given beacon from one 
frequency to another. 


You might also want to listen for the various OSCAR satellite beacons, 
but that is another story for another time. That is all for now. - Dr.

There are no such formal rules in place on QRP-L, 
so let me squash that notion right now.

or any equipment than the original cost(s) which 

is just human nature. Antiques increase in value 
because of the demand for same. Some people believe 
that because they did the work it increases the value. 


My guess is that someone started the urban 


legend that such a ruling about charging more than 
the original price was a "gentleman's agreement" 

in hopes of squashing the call for an increased 
price in original kits etc. To the best of my 
knowledge, and I have read every posting, there is 
not and has not been a ruling on this and it is not 
up for vote. 


I and the administrator for this list do not have a 
policy in place and refuse to act as network 

price police patrol officers. It is the duty of each 
individual to research the original price of items 
that are listed for sale anywhere to determine in 
their own mind it the deal is what they want. 

I know that sometimes this information is next 

to impossible to find out. Buyer beware is the 

motto at all times. 


As an example I have seen AEA MM-3 Morse 
Machines go for $25 to $200 and the original 
price of the system was around $189, I think. 

I saw the price in HR (Ham Radio Magazine) 
which is no longer in print, but don't have the 
issue handy......
